Father Kaicher released from jail

ALCALA PARK — “After 22 bittersweet days of incarcera- 
tion” for trespassing at abortion clinics in his attempts to save 
the unbom from death, Father Edward “Bud” Kaicher, who was 
released Nov. 21, declared, “I rejoice that I have been judged 
worthy to suffer, even a little, for the sake of the Gospel.” 

Father Kaicher, who is director of the diocesan Office of Youth 
and Young Adult Ministries and administrator of St. Leo Mis- 
sion, Solana Beach, was sentenced Oct. 31 to 45 days in jail for 
breaking his probation by continuing to participate in protests 
which blocked entrances to abortion clinics. However, for every 
two days of good behavior, one day of his sentence was 


mitigated. 

Due to overcrowded conditions of the Descanso Detention 
Facility, where he was held, five days was docked from the 
sentence, and for being a work trustee at the detention facility, 
three more days were knocked off his sentence, he told Southem 
Cross Nov. 21. 

“Having completed my 45-day sentence, ... my profession of 
faith still stands,” said Father Kaicher, the first Catholic priest 
from the San Diego diocese to serve time for participation in 
anti-abortion protests. 

Speaking about life in prison, the priest said that “there were 
moments that were very beautiful and will cherish for ever — 
sharing the faith with the inmates and deputies” — and that there

ALCALA PARK — Admitting there is 
still a lot of work to do in educating people, 
especially Catholics, in helping them to form 
a conscience in keeping with church teach- 
ing regarding the sanctity of human life and 
the immorality of abortion, Bishop Leo T. 
Maher continued to receive national media 
attention for banning Assemblywoman Lucy 
Killea from receiving the Eucharist for 
“adamantly espousing a pro-choice view in 
the public forum.” 

He also continued to receive an outpour- 
ing of letters, telegrams and phone calls, 95 
percent of which were supportive of his ac- 
tion, including one from Cardinal John O’- 
Connor, archbishop of New York, and many 
from the priests and people of the San Diego 
diocese. 

In a letter received Nov. 21, Cardinal O’- 
Connor offered Bishop Maher congratula- 
tions for his action as well as best wishes and 
prayers, the San Diego ordinary told 
Southem Cross. 

Also, Bishop Maher related, Bishop Aus- 
tin Vaughan, an auxiliary bishop of New 
York who has been arrested five times for 
blocking the entrances of abortion clinics, 
told him in a telephone call that his “‘words 
are carrying more weight (in New York) than 
any thing that has ever happened here” 
regarding the issue of abortion. 

Bishop Maher imposed the church penalty 
on Killea in a letter sent to her Nov. 15, the 
day after her state Senate campaign started 
tunning a series of TV advertisements in 
which she “advocated the ‘pro-choice’ abor- 
tion position,” he said. 

He wrote that because “you are placing 
yourself in complete contradiction to the 
moral teaching of the Catholic Church ... I 
have no other choice but to deny you the 
right to receive Communion-in the Catholic 
Church.”

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Bishop extends solidarity of diocese to Salvadoran church 


SAN DIEGO — Bishop Leo T. Maher 
extended the solidarity of the San Diego 
diocesan community to the Catholic Church 
in El Salvador in a statement announcing 
that a Mass will be celebrated in San Diego 
Dec. 1 for the six Jesuit priests, their 
housekeeper and her daughter brutally mur- 
dered Nov. 16 in that Central American 
country. 

The liturgy will be celebrated at 6 p.m. 
Dec. 1 at Our Lady of Guadalupe Church, a 
Jesuit-run parish located at 1770 Kearney 
Ave. In addition for those murdered, prayers 
will be offered during the Mass for those 
displaced by the armed conflict in El Sal- 


vador and for world peace. 

“Our special condolences go out to our 
brother Jesuits serving in the Diocese of San 
Diego,” Bishop Maher said. 

“The tragic slaughter of (these people) at 
the University of Central America in San 
Salvador signals a new ominous chapter in 
(El Salvador), which has already ex- 
perienced such suffering, conflict, death and 
wholesale ‘dislocation of its peoples,” he 
said. 

“Two particular dimensions of this latest 
tragedy are evident: innocent people con- 
tinue to be the victims caught between the 
differing ideologies of the government and 


the guerillas; and the progress and develop- 
ment of El Salvador continues to be stifled, 
while large numbers of its people flee in 
terror for their lives. 

“The courageous priests, women and men 
religious and lay leaders of the Catholic 
Church in El Salvador need our prayers and 
our solidarity. On behalf of the Catholic 
community of San Diego, I extend that 
solidarity, together with our sense of unity, 
in yet another moment of seemingly hope- 
less struggle,” the bishop said. 

“I offer my prayerful unity with 
Archbishop Arturo Rivera y Damas, Bishop 
Rosa Chavez and all who give leadership 


and guidance to the Catholic Church 
throughout El Salvador. 

“As Christians we are people of faith and 
hope. We know that from tragedy, even as 
brutal as the present one, Christ can bring 
forth grace and conversion,” Bishop Maher 
said. 

“We pray most fervently that the minds 
and hearts of all bent on conflict and murder 
will be turned towards the respect and dig- 
nity of each person as brother, as sister. We 
pray that Christ will extend his grace and 
bring an end to this senseless suffering.”

ecumenical colloquy 

ALCALA PARK — Father Robert 
Kress, chair of the Department of 
Theological and Religious Studies at the 
University of San Diego, was one of 15 
participants invited to an East-West 
ecumenical colloquy in Moscow at the 
recently re-opened Canilove monastery 
Oct. 28-Nov. 3. 

The conference was sponsored by the 
Moscow Patriarchate of the. Russian 
Orthodox Church and the Council for the 
World’s Religions, and hosted by His 
Eminence Philaret, the Metropolitan of 
Minsk. The theme of this historic 
encounter, the first since 1917, was ‘‘The 
Trinitarian Basis of Christian Unity.”’ 

Participants from the East included 
four Russian Orthodox, one Russian 
Baptist, one Armenian and one Greek 
Orthodox. From the West. were four 
Roman Catholics, three from the U.S. 
and one from England, three Anglicans 
from England and one Lutheran from 
Canada. The sessions were conducted in 
English and Russian with simultaneous 
translation. 

The papers presented, including one by 
Father Kress, covered various aspects of 
the theology of God as the Holy Trinity in 
Eastern and Western theology and 
spirituality. A clear and distinct effort was 
made to find points of convergence 
between Eastern and Western theologies 
so that the churches might move more 
effectively to a greater union among 
themselves, Father Kress reported.

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~ German immigrants 
say wall will disappear

SAN CARLOS — Local immigrants from 
West Germany predict that East Germany’s 
recent opening of travel to the West has 
signaled the crumbling of the Berlin Wall, 


reforms aimed at curbing emigration, and the — 


eventual reunification of East and West Ger- 
many. 

The East German news agency ADN 
reported issuing more than 10 million exit 
visas during a recent period. Since its 
government lifted travel restrictions to the 
West on Nov. 9, some 10 new checkpoints in 
the wall have been opened to cross-border 
traffic, including one at the shopping inter- 
section Potsdamer Platz. 

Joseph Gloeckler, a parishioner at Our 
Lady of Grace Church, El Cajon, told 
Southem Cross that East Germans’ insa- 
tiable thirst for freedom will force the Berlin 
Wall to topple. 

Gloeckler, a San Diego County resident 
since 1970, immigrated to the United States 
in 1955 from Ulm, West Germany, to escape 
future European wars he feared would break 
out. He was a prisoner in Russia for three 
years after World War II. 

Marianne Zawadski, also a member of 


_ Our Lady of Grace parish, doubts the 28- 


year-old Berlin Wall can endure longer than 
two years. 

“If the (East German) government doesn’t 
tear the wall down,” a bloody revolution 
could result. However, if its citizens con- 
tinue to enjoy free travel, “they might 
tolerate the wall. The government should at 
least keep the gates open so the people would 
feel like human beings, not prisoners,” 
Zawadski said. 

When she visits her homeland next year, 
she plans to see relatives in East Germany 
she has never met. “The border had better be 
open when I get there,” she said. 

She immigrated to the United States in 
1952 after her marriage to James Zawadski, 
then in the U.S. Air Force. She has lived in 
San Carlos since 1974. 

Rudolf Riederer, Zawadski’s nephew 
from Munich, West Germany, who is visiting 
her now, said the wall will come down, but 
not in the near future. 

Hans Modrow, East Germany’s new 
premier, has stated the government will not 
tear down the wall, which it opened to ap- 
pease its people’s demands for free elections 
and other reforms. 

Nine months ago, Erich Honecker, 
predecessor to East German Communist 
leader Egon Krenz, vowed the wall would 
stand for 100 years. 

But Gerhard Herder, East German ambas- 
sador to the United States, said the barricade 
will soon disappear. 

Krenz opened up travel to East Germany’s 
16 million people after some 300,000 had 
fled, many through Czechoslovakia and 
Hungary. 

Krenz had no choice, Gloecker said. “He 
thinks he can save the Communist system” 
by permitting more freedom. “He will do 


. everything to improve conditions there.” 


Reform in East Germany is essential for 
its survival, Zawadski said; otherwise the 
nation will see an exodus of its professionals. 

After pouring through the Berlin Wall to 
visit their kin and shop for items scarce in 
their own country — medicine, produce and 
nuts, according to Zawadski — most East 
Germans retumed home. 
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She and Gloeckler believe these people’s 
jobs and new freedom to travel will deter 


most from emmigrating to the West. Gloeck- - 


ler noted additional factors: housing 
shortages in West Germany and the near 
worthlessness of the East German deutsche 
mark outside the country. — 

Some West German officials doubt their 
nation’s ability to absorb the flood of East 
Germany immigrants — more than 225,000 
this year. 

“The West German goverment has done 
little or no planning to absorb the refugees,” 
leaving resettlement problems to states, 
cities and private charity, according to the 
Nov. 20 issue of Time magazine. 

Riederer said there are sufficient jobs 
available in West Germany, especially for 
professionals and skilled workers; un- 
employed workers are supported by the 
government for two years.

cellor and former rector of St. Francis Semi- 
nary, Alcala Park, told the delegates of the 
DPC, Catholics are anointed at baptisms to 
be sent out “to restore God’s order and bring 
his love to all human relationships.”

Bishop Maher also announced that he was 
granting a dispensation for Catholics of the 
diocese from the obligation to attend Mass 
on this upcoming New Year’s Day only. (See 
next week’s Southern Cross for details.) 

He also reported that he had received the 
Vatican’s response to the Diocese of San 
Diego’ Quinquennial Report, a state-of-the- 
diocese report that a bishop must make to 
Rome every five years in conjunction with 
his ad limina visit to the Vatican. 

The Congregation of Bishops praised the 
work of the church in the San Diego diocese 
during the last five years, particularly in the 
areas of liturgy, charitable services and the 
the morale of priests, he related. 

In a segment called“Sharing the Mis- 
sion of the Church,” DPC delegates were 
asked by Chairman Thomas McNamara to 
identify at least two major needs that the 
deaneries are seeking to meet.

Catholic Church of 200 years ago, which had a single bishop 
and about 35 priests. 

“In contrast to the handful of parishes and several thousand 
Catholics in these states in 1789,” said Archbishop May in 
his presidential address, there are now “55 million Catholics, 
19,000 parishes, 232 Catholic colleges and universities, 
9,633 elementary and secondary schools, 640 hospitals, 206 
clinics and dispensaries, 667 nursing homes and 239 child 
welfare centers.”

thought to be incompatible with hierarchy. 

Creating a form of Catholic faith which worked in Aueacs 
was not simple. First of all, two easy solutions, which weren't 
really solutions at all, had to be rejected. 

The first easy “solution” was to modify or abandon 
Catholic tradition whenever it was in conflict with whatever 
was then dominant in American culture. If we had taken this 
route we would have ended up being American but not 
Catholic. 

The second easy “solution” was to pretend there was 
nothing new in the American experiment — that democracy’s 
challenge to certain aspects of European Catholic practice 
could be ignored and European Catholicism could be 
transplanted across the Atlantic without any changes. If this 
path had been taken the Catholic Church would never had 
taken root in America. 

Although on the surface these two “solutions” seem op- 
posites they actually share the same basic assumption — that 
it’s impossible for Catholics to remain faithful to their tradi- 
tion and at the same time to be a part of American society. 

It’s the same assumption anti-Catholic prejudice is based 
on. As recently as the 1960 presidential election some people 
were still saying a Catholic could not be loyal to the church 
and to the papacy without being disloyal to the United States. 
History has shown this assumption to be false, but it’s been 
a long struggle. 

Archbishop John Carroll realized the Catholic Church in 
the United States couldn’t simply be a copy of the church in 
Europe — and he also realized there was no inherent conflict 
between a democratic political system and traditional 
Catholic faith. 

For Archbishop Carroll democracy was not a problem; it 
was an opportunity. He realized it was the democratic ideals 
of religious liberty and pluralism which permitted the 
Catholic Church to grow and develop in America. 

Instead of choosing either of the easy “solutions” 
Archbishop Carroll and his associates took on the difficult 
task of building something which was tnuly Catholic and truly 
American — and today we are the beneficiaries of their 
vision.

Maher — The New York Times, The 
Washington Post, The Los Angeles Times, 
Time magazine, the three news television 
networks and their local affiliates, the New 
York Daily News, Newsday, local 
newspapers and a number of radio networks 
and individual stations, to name a few. 

Bishop Maher declined an invitation to 
appear on “The Donahue Show” with Lucy 
Killea on Nov. 20 and on the CBS moming 
news program earlier that day. 

Some editorials charged Bishop Maher 
with violating the separation of church and 
state and trying to use his church position to 
influence a political campaign. 

But Bishop Maher asserted that his action 
was pastorally motivated. “She was giving 
(the public) the impression that a person can 
be a Catholic in good standing and be pro- 
choice,” he said, adding, “the harm she did 
will take great efforts to repair.” 

The U.S. bishops stated in a resolution 
Nov. 7 at their meeting in Baltimore, “No 
Catholic can responsibly take a ‘pro-choice’ 
stand when the ‘choice’ in question involves 
the taking of innocent human life,” he said. 

Bishop Maher wrote to Killea that “The 
pro-choice stand is a choice for abortion.” It 
“involves the taking of innocent human life 
... The phrase (pro-choice) lacks an object. 


One must ask the natural follow-up: the 
choice to do what? In this case, it is the 
choice to take a child’s life.” 

Killea was widely reported in the media as 
saying she though she thought the bishop’s 
action was extremely harsh she would abide 
by it and not receive Communion when at- 
tending Mass. 


She also said she did not intend to change 
her pro-choice view. She said she was per- 
sonally opposed to abortion but she will not 
impose her views on her constituents. 

Bishop Maher said Catholics cannot 
separate the teachings of their faith from 
their professional life. They are called to 
bring moral values into the public arena, he 
added. 

“We cannot be pick-and-choose, smorgas- 
bord Catholics.” Catholics are called upon to 
live out, and thus witness, the whole teaching 
of the Christ and his church at all times, not 
just when it is convenient or expedient to do 
so, he said. 

Killea is not ex-communicated in con- 
tradiction to some news reports. If she re- 
forms her conscience in conformity with 
church moral teaching and the divine law and 
goes to confession, she would be welcomed 
back into full communion with the church, 
Bishop Maher said.

guage and industrious habits give them a 
job-finding edge over their non-German 
counterparts. 

The three German immigrants foresee 
minimal housing problems for those reset- 
tling in West Germany where they said some 
will live with relatives, in shelters or in 
government-supplied prefabricated dwell- 
ings. 

A Soviet Foreign Ministry spokesman has 
warned against interpreting free travel from 
East Germany as a step toward unification. 

Riederer and Zawadski, on the other hand, 


agree with West German Chancellor Helmut 
Kohl that the division of Germany will one 
day end. 

If Gorbachev retains his power, Russia 
will withdraw control of East Germany 
within a decade, Zawadski said. 

Gloeckler said “the hated East German 
police state, one of the most oppressive Com- 
munist nations,” will fall after losing control 
in free elections it has promised. 

When Krenz opened his country’s borders, 
he pledged to hold free elections but did not 
announce when the vote would occur. 

Gloeckler said that East Germans “should 


decide by free elections” ifthey want a united 
country, but achieving this will follow the 
introduction of a free market economy there 
and could take as long as the Cold War. 


He hopes a united Germany will eventual- 
ly belong to a stable confederation of 
European states, including Communist ones. 

Zawadski said she “hopes and prays that 
East German Catholics can soon practice 
their faith openly” and that citizens of all 
Communist countries will enjoy freedoms. 

“It’s so wonderful to be free; that’s what 
America stands for,” she said.

Priests’ murders spark demonstration

SAN DIEGO — Richard Jameson, a 
parishioner at Holy Trinity Church, El 
Cajon, happened to be driving by the First 
Interstate Bank tower at 401 B St., 
downtown, Friday afternoon, Nov. 17, when 
he noticed people staging a protest against 
the American govemment for its continuing 
support of the government in El Salvador. 

Wishing to express his “solidarity with El 
Salvador and all working people,” Jameson 
parked his car and joined some 200 
protesters in the hour-long demonstration. 

The protest came just two days after the 
shooting deaths of six Jesuit priests, includ- 
ing the head of Central American University, 
along with their cook and her daughter. It 
was organized by the Central America Infor- 
mation Center in San Diego. 

Some demonstrators carried signs outside 
the building, where Sen. Pete Wilson’s office 
is located, while others chanted “Pete Wil- 
son, you can’t hide, we charge you with 
genocide.” 

Among those addressing the crowd was 
Father Michael Mandela, a Jesuit priest and 
pastor of Christ the King Church, Southeast 
San Diego, who called upon the U.S. govem- 
ment to “use its leverage to push the (El 
Salvadoran) government to terms of 
negotiated peace.” 

Father Mandela told Southem Cross Nov. 
17 that people can help El Salvador by being 
critical (of the U.S. government), and by 
intelligently reviewing the issues. 

Diane Cvitanovich, representing the San 
Diego diocesan Peace and Justice Commis- 


sion, said, the commission “condemns the - 


murders of the Jesuits in El Salvador and is 
outraged that the United States continues to 
supply the weapons that are daily used to 
wage war on human rights workers, labor 
leaders, educators, catechists, nuns. and 
priests who dare to support the legitimate 
rights of the Salvadoran people.” 

“Statements from the governments of El 
Salvador and the United States condemning 
these murders and calling for their full inves- 
tigation are not enough. They were not 
enough in the case of the murders of the four 
U.S. churchwomen, the murder of 
Archbishop (Oscar) Romero and the mur- 
ders of tens of thousands of civilians over the 
last 10 years,” she said. 

“If peace and justice are to be achieved in 
El Salvador, the Salvadoran government and 
the opposition must return to the negotiating 
table with both parties agreeing to negotiate 
in good faith,” Cvitanovich said. 

“The United States must face its own 
responsibility and stop putting into the hands 
of the Salvadoran military the weapons with 
which they can commit these crimes against 
humanity. 

“As long as the U.S. government con- 
tinues to provide military aid to El Salvador, 
we will remain accomplices to the murder 
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and injustice in that beleaguered nation,’ she 
said. 


Cvitanovich quoted from the most recent 
U.S. statement on Central America, issued 
in 1987: “‘We believe that peace is possible, 
that peace in Central America can and must 
be built up through dialogue and the proces- 
ses of political, rather than military ac- 
tivities, and that it must be sustained by the 
solidarity of the other nations, including the 
needed economic assistance that the weal- 
thier nations can provide.’” 


A commemorative service to honor the 
deaths of Sisters Maura Clark, MM, Ita 
Ford, MM, Ursuline Sister Dorothy Kazel, 
and Jean Donovan, United States mis- 
sionaries who were killed in El Salvador in 
1980 by a death squad, will alsonow honor 
the six priests and the two lay persons. 


The annual interfaith event, scheduled for 
7p.m., Dec. 2 at Christ the King Church, 29 
32nd St., is held every year and is co-spon- 
sored by the Peace and Justice Commission 
and nine other local organizations, including 
the Jesuit Fathers and the Sisters of St. 
Joseph of Carondelet. 


Last year’s event drew nearly 100 partic- 
ipants.

‘Beautiful moments,’ trying times for Fr. Kaicher

were also some very trying and sad times. 

As a work trustee, Father Kaicher spent 
about seven hours each week-day perform- 
ing general maintenance duties. He also 
spent time ministering to other inmates and 
even employees of the facility—he cele- 
brated Sunday Mass, heard confessions, and 
talked and prayed with inmates and deputies. 

“Tn jail, you’re told what to do and simply 
being in jail creates tension and fights,” he 
said. On his last night in the facility, he was 
punched in the face although the blow was 
not intended for him, he explained. 

“Tt’s also sad and frightening to see people 
of conscience being imprisoned in America. 
Freedom of expression is the hallmark of 
who we are as Americans,” he said, referring 
to another Operation Rescue leader who is 
also serving time at the Descanso Detention 
Facility. 

Father Kaicher said that he “owes a debt 
of love for the prayers and support” he 
received from concerned people. He 
received over 1,000 letters including two 
from Armenia and a package of cookies from 
a woman in Minnesota. The mail “really 
picked me up and gave me strength.” 
~ Among his visitors at the facility were 
Coadjutor Bishop Robert H. Brom on Nov. 
3 and Bishop Leo T. Maher on Nov. 19. 

Bishop Maher’s visit “says to me he fully 
supports me personally,” he said. 
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The priest related that the bishop said, 
“We’re fighting together” and the bishop 
asked Father Kaicher for support on his 
recent action denying the Eucharist to As- 
semblywoman Lucy Killea, who publicly 
asserted a pro-choice position. 

“I’m pleased that Bishop Maher has taken 
to task a Catholic politician who is not rep- 
resenting Catholic teaching in a particular 
area that is very serious,” he said. 

Bishop Maher told Southern Cross that he

and Father Kaicher “prayed for Lucy Killea 
and for ourselves that we would have the 
courage and inspiration to keep up our ef- 
forts and be patient with people who would 
not understand us.” 

Father Kaicher said he will continue to be 
involved in the pro-life movement. He said 
going back to jail does not frighten him but 
because he has other responsibilities, he will 
pray and discern at each rescue before decid- 
ing to risk arrest.’
